CHICAGO. (UP). Warning that 
the United States may be attacked 
if. developing "international 
an- 


archy" thrives unchecked. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt deliberately aimed 
a bristling speech at nations in- 
volved :n Spam and 
China and 


proposed a "concerted" effort by 
peace-loving peoples to maintain 
justice in the world. 
He suggested a "quarantine" for 


offending nations, raising1 instant 
conjecture whether 
the adminis- 


tration would join in any method 
of sanctions against aggressor na- 
tions. 


The president drove thru cheer- 


ing: throngs estimated at close to 
1,000,000, along Michigan boule- 
vard to the Outer Link bridge to 
dedicate the structure which links 
' the Chicago north and south lake 
shores in a thru highway system. 


In his address he avoided isola- 


tionist principles and seemed to 
question the ultimate effectiveness 
of neutrality, explaining that if 
the deluge came there would be no 
escape from it. 
Emphasizing his own "determin- 


ation to pursue a policy of peace 
and to adopt 
every 
practicable 
.easure to avoid involvement in 


war," the president said that "the 
welfare and security of every na- 
tion is today being threatened." 


Mr. Roosevelt arraigned but did 
not name those nations which have 
jaired international equilibrium by 
invading alien territory or inter- 
fering in the domestic affairs of 
another state, 
He charged violation of treaties 


including- the world wide Kellogg- 
Briand pact and the nine power 
treaty. 


Asserting that innocent peoples 


were being sacrificed to a greed 
for power and supremacy devoid 
of all justice, Mr. Roosevelt said 
this "reign of terror and lawless- 
ness" began a few years ago. 


CHICAGO. UP). President Roose- ' 
vclt dined at noon with George 
Cardinal Mundelein, Catholic arch- 
bishop of Chicago, in thi> card- 
inal's old brick residence ,deep in 
the Chicago "gold coast" district.

Many increases were reported in 


community chest 
collections 
at 


the first day's report at the cham- 
ber 'of commerce Tuesday noon, 
as a collection of $31,165 was an- 
nounced as being above the day's 
goal. The goal was $30,400. The 
day's average also was above the 
five-year average for the first day. 
With the goal for the week set 
$159,932. the hundreds of chest 
leaders and workers who gathered 
at' the chamber were 
confident 
that continued hard work thru the 
week would asr-" nut the Lincoln 
chest ove** the top. 
The drive, wi. . continues thru 
Oct. 12, will be the first commu- 
nity chest drive completed in the 
nation in any city the aiae of Lin- 
coln. 
Division A, headed by Sewall 
A. Sanderson, which solicits "big 
gifts" of $100 or more, reported 
collections of $14,037 for the first 
day. 
Its goal for the week 
is 
581,038. 


Division B, headed by Ted A 
Sick, which solicits downtown bus- 
iness firms and offices in down- 
town buildings, reported collections 
of $3,165. Its goal is $15.000. 
Division C. headed by Oakley 
R. Cox, an employes' division col- 
lected $5,938 of its $27,280 goal. 
And division D, headed by Dean 
Burr, also an employes' division, 
reported a collection of $6,023 on 
its $27,209 goal. 
Division E, national corporations 


division headed by George W.

LINCOLN'S TAX 
LIMIT ATTACKED 


IN HIGH COURT 


Eppley 
Hotels 
Company 


Claims State Law, Not 


Charter, Governs. 


The right and power of the 
people of Lincoln to fix by home 
rule charter the amount of taxa- 
tion that shall annually be levied 
was attacked in supreme court 
Tuesday 
by attorneys for the 


Eppley Hotels company, which is 
seeking an injunction to prevent 
the collection of $43,583 taxes 
assessed against the Lincoln and 
Capital hotel properties from 1931 
to 1936 inclusive. The state law 
fixes the limit for cities of this 
class at $365,000, while the home 
rule charter fixes the limit at 
5800,000, with power to add $15,- 
000 each year. In 1931 the taxes 
levied were $892,000, and in 1936 
they were $759,607. 


The claim of plaintiff's attor- 
neys was that the amount of taxes 
levied by cities is a matter of state 
concern, and that the fiat of the 
legislature governs. 
In answer, 
the attorneys for the city said that 
the constitutional provision per- 
mitting cities to adopt home rule 
charters permits them to fix their 
own limitations by chat, ter, and 
that in such cities taxation is a 
matter of local concern only with 
which the remainder of. the state 
has nothing to do. 
If the point 
were well taken, home rule char- 
ters would be an absurdity. 


Another point'of attack was that 
the valuations were made by 
P. H. Matthews as city tax com- 
missioner, an appointee of ' the 
council, whereas the law makes 
the position elective. 
The city 


answered 
that 
Matthews 
was 
employed to make a preliminary 
report and that it was the council 
that did the assessing of property, 
a power the other—aide- claimed 
was not clothed in the council. 
In an application filed with the 
federal court for the adjustment 
of the maturity of hotel company 
bonds, these taxes were listed as 
liabilities, and the city claimed 
that this was an admission of the 
debt and estopped the company 
from now claiming they were not 
liabilities. 
The company's attor- 


neys argued that the taxes were 
not adjudicated in that contro- 
versy and were not a subject for 
court action therein. 
The city 


said the company had not only 
fully recognized the debt but had 
accepted the benefits of the taxes 
levied generally and could not 
now complain. 
The Jeary act of 1925, which 


provided a means of consolidating 
the city and county treasuries, was 
brought into the discussion. The 
company claimed the county treas- 
urer is the city treasurer by virtue 
of that act, but the city says it 
was only permissive, and has 
never been made a part of the city 
charter. 


The injunction asked for was 
denied in the district court. 
In 


support of that judgment the city 
urged that its taxation system be 
not .overthrown and placed in a 
state of confusion because of tech- 
nicalities that amounted to no 
more than irregularities.

AT VANISHING POINT 


Treasurer Jensen Calls on 


County Treasurers "to 


Save the Day." 


State Treasurer Jensen Is still 


faced with the possibility of reg- 
istering1 state warrants on the 
general fund for lack of money in 
that fund from which much of the 
state's current running expenses 
are drawn. 
The balance in this 


fundT went down to $102.000 Tues- 
day, the lowest since 1927 and it 
would have been depleted had not 
the county treasurers sent in ex- 
tra remittances at the request of 
Jensen. 
His letter of request last month 
brought in $150,725, he says in 
another letter to county treas- 
urers. 
"Had 
this letter not had its 
effect," said Jensen, the genera! 
fund as of today, Oct. 5, would 
have been overdrawn. As it is we 
have, a balance of $102,000. If 
county treasurers remit now in- 
stead of waiting until the dead 
line, the tenth of the month, they 
will keep the general fund from 
being overdrawn. 
The September report of the 
state treasurer 
shows warrants 


redeemed $3,558,359.49 and total 
receipts $2,938,189.12. Trust fund 
reports show $93,287.06 bonds re- 
deemed, 
and 
$202,724.37 
trust 
funds reinvested. 


The state law cited by Jensen, 
relating to county treasurers, pro- 
vides that county treasurers shall 
pay into the state treasury all 
state funds in their hands on or be- I 
fore the tenth day of each month 
"and at such other times as the

Davis said 
that McCall and Huyck were able 
to right the car but it got too 
hot for them to get Jones out of 
the wreckage. 


To Be No Inquest. 


Whalen was held at the city 
jail until around 11 a. m. Tuesday, 
when he was released by Co. Atty. 
Towle, subject to call. Towle an- 
nounced that there would be no 
inquest. He said the Jones family 
did not desire an inquest and he 
could 
see no necessity 
for 
it. 


Whalen was treated by Dr. Lynn 
Sharrar for a burn on the right 
forearm and various cuts. 


E. S. McCall, route No. 1, and 


Charles Iluyck, 2716 Folsom, were 
called by Whalen and arrived in 
time to assibL in turning the car 
back on its wheels but 
were 
helpless to aid Jones,

Thousand Heads of 


Families in Three Coun- 


ties in Need. 


A. B. Robinson, Newman Grove 


farmer, acting- as spokesman for 
a delegation of 15 from. Madison, 
Boone and Platte counties, met 
with Gov. Cochran at the state 
house Tuesday noon. They seek im- 
mediate loans, grants, or provision 
for seed and feed, for 2,086 heads 
of families made needy and des- 
titute in their counties by a disas- 
trous drouth during the past sum- 
mer. 


Robinson said they had no pref- 
erence as to 
the 
source of the 
money—WPA, PSA or direct from 
state funds. The need, he stated, 
is for the money now. 
Petitions to the governor signed 
by the needy family heads point 
out the shortage of hay, that rain 
was 38.4 Inches short of normal 
since 1932, the average corn yield 
is down 21 bushels per acre, and. 
the collection of seed and feed 
loans has worked a hardship on 
the farmers during 1935 and 1936. 
The meeting with the governor 


was held behind closed doors, and 
newspaper men were not admitted. 
L. A. White and W, H. Brokaw 
explained the operation of govern- 
ment 
forms of aid to farmers. 
The governor stated that those in 
the delegation were under the im- 
pression that a billion and a quar- 
ter dollars had been appropriated 
at Washington for direct 
relief 
thru WPA. 


He said that he had asked for 
a liberalization of WPA some time 
ago and added that the probability 
of more help from that source hag 
been greatly reduced. The degela- 
tion did not ask for a special ses- 
sion of the legislature, nor for a 
law to place a moratorium on

restore certain fair standards for 
the workers of the nation. 


"It is intended to prevent over- 
long hours of labor. 


"It is intended to establish a rea-' 


sonable minimum wage and it is 
intended to end child labor in every 
state in the union.' 


He said that "as in the case of 


farm 
legislation" 
the proposed 
wages-hours and .child tabor law 
would 
"undoubtedly 
accomplish 
two great purposes—first, an in- 
crease in employment, and second- 
ly, an increase in the' total of the 
nation's Income." 


This, he said, would mean that 


relief costs would come down and 
taxes would go no higher. 
"It is axiomatic," he asserted,

No Nation Can Isolate Self. 


There is a solidarity and inter- 
dependence about the modern world, 
both technically and morally, which 
makes it Impossible for any nation 
completely to isolate itself

the rest of the world, especially 
when such upheavals appear to be 
spreading and not declining. There 
can be no stability or peace either 
within nations or between nations 
except under laws and moral stand- 
ards adhered to by all. international 
anarchy destroys every foundation 
for peace.

They want to exert them- 
elves in industry, in agriculture and 
n business, that they may increase 
heir wealth thru the production of 
wealth-producing goods rather than 
striving to produce military planes 
ind bomb.-= and machine guns and 
tannon for the destruction of human 
ives and useful property. 
In those nations of the world 
which se<?m to be piling armament 
armament for purposes of ng- 
ssion, and those other nations 
vhich fear acts of aggression against 
them and their security, a very high 
jroportion of their national income 
s being spent directly for arma- 
ments. It runs from 30 to as high 
as 50 percent. 
The proportion that we in the 
Jnited States spend is far less— 
11 or 12 percent. 


Bridges Instead of Guns. 


How happy we are that the cir- 
cumstances of the moment permjt 
is to put our money Into bridges 
and boulevards, dams and reforesta- 
tion, the conservation of our soil and 
many other kinds of useful works 
rather than into huge standing 
armies and vast supplies of imple- 
nents of war.

It is mv determination to pursue 
a policy of peace and to adopt every 
practicable measure to avoid- in- 
volvement In war. It ought to be 
inconceivable that in this modern 
era, and in the face of experience, 
any nation could be so foolish and 
ruthless as to run the risk of plung- 
ing the whole world into war by in- 
vading and violating in contraven- 
tion of solemn treaties, the territory 
of other nations that have done 
them no real harm and which are 
too weak to protect themselves ade- 
quately. YetHhe peace of the world 
and the welfare and security of 
every nation is today being threat- 
ened by that very thing. 
No nation which refuses to exer- 
cise forbearance and to respect the 
freedom and rights of others can 
long remain strong and retain the 
confidence and respect of other na- 
tions. No nation ever loses its dig- 
nity or pood standing by conciliat- 
ing its differences, and by exercis- 
ing great patience with, and consid- 
eration for, the rights of other 
nations. 


War Is Contagious;. 


War is a contagion, whether it be 
declared or undeclared. It can en- 
gulf states and peoples remote from 
the original scene of hostilities.

BLACK IS SEATED. 


Justice Hugo L. Black from Ala- 


bama-took his seat on the supreme 
bench at the opening of the new 
term of court without ceremony. 
The justice had taken his oath fol- 
lowing confirmation. 
When the 


court convened there was nothing 
required 
of him except that he 


should don his black robe and 
follow his seniors to the bench 
Without further ado Justice Black 
was seated and the court pro- 
ceeded about its business with the 
justice a full 
fledged 
member, 


Chief Justice Hughes made a sim- 
ple announcement acknowledging 
Black's presence. 
, 


Two attacks aimed 
at Black 


were launched during this session. 
A motion was offered challenging 
the 
constitutionality 
of the ap- 


pointment of Black on the ground 
that there was no vacancy to be 
filled and, further, that as he was 
a member of the senate when this 
act was passed, the new justice is 
neligible for the post 
The court 


;ook no action on this motion. 


Another attack was launched in 


a letter asking the commission to 
.nqulre into Black's appointment, 
3Ut was ruled out. of order by the 
chief justice. 
^ 


The court "will undoubtedly give 


its attention to the matter of the 
constitutionality of the act' under 
which Black was appointed, if at- 
tention has been 
called legally. 


Beyond that it is unlikely that any 
other action 
will be considered 


Except 
for this 
technicality, 


Justice Black'g, nomination 
and 


confirmation have been according 
to the rules. Even if the appoint- 
ment ia unfortunate, it is beyond 
recall now. The whole matter had 
best be dropped. The court indi- 
cates that that is the opinion of 
the court also. 
Now that Black 


on the bench attacks of this 


kind are certain to more or less 
weaken the prestige of the court. 


OBJECT LESSON. 


A large group of young men 


visited the fracture ward of the 
Cook county hospital at Chicago 
last week, not because they had 
friends there or even wanted to, 
but because the court 
ordered 


them to do so 
These young men 


had been found guilty of traffic 
offenses—speeding, passing stop 
lights, reckless driving—and the 
judge thought it might be a good 
idea to show them the 
conse- 


quences of accidents growing out 
of offenses such as those of which 
they "had been found guilty. 


In the fracture ward, these of- 


fenders saw men and boys with 
their arms and legs hung up on 
pulleys. They saw faces wracked 
by pain. One case viewed was a 
boy whose fingei s 
had to 
be 


pierced with needles and 
fitted 


onto a frame in order that his 
fractured hand might heal prop- 
erly. His hand and right leg were 
fractured in an auto crash. 


For two years another boy has 


been in the h6spital with a broken 
leg He was hit by a car in 1935. 
The leg failed to heal properly 
and had to be rebroken and reset. 
The fracture and complications 
growing out of the accident and 
the bone injury have given this 
youth two years of pain, 
have 


taken two of the best years of his 
16 from this unfortunate youth. 


Case after case was visited and 


each was explained. The torment 
of tho treatment was made plain 
In each instance. It was also ex- 
plained how m many cases, if 
auto drivers had exerted a 
bit 


more caution , had driven a bit 
more slowly, or had been more 
careful in stopping at red lights 
or traffic stop signs, a hospital 
bed would have been vacant at 
that very moment. 


One hundred and twenty-five of- 


fenders went thru the hospital 
Pew of these young men were not 
pale and a bit faint before they 
completed the rounds. It is hoped 
by the judge and all Chicago for 
that matter, that the memory of 
what they saw will stay with these 
young drivers and confront them 
whenever they are tempted to step 
on the gas or duck thru a red 
light. 


The hospital visit may not re- 


sult in any particular good. Cer- 
tainly it can do no harm. 
It 1* 


bound to have more effect than 


mere fine and « lecture. These 


offenders were made to* pay fines 
as well as make the hospital trip. 
Each paid thf amount of his fine 
to a bedridden youth in the county 
hospital fracture ward. 


FOOTNOTES. 


No one had told me how im- 
pressively symbolic of the new 
Europe one's first view of the 
Paris exhibition is, comments a 
writer in the New Statesman and 
Nation. The scene is dominated 
by the two enormous buildings of 
Germany and the U, S. S. R. The 
German building is no temporary 
pavilion, but a vast affair of solid 
stone, to be removed block by 
block and rebuilt in Germany 
afterward. Immediately f a c i n g 
the German eagle is the U. S. S. R. 
building, with two colossal figures 
of a young man and woman of the 
new world striding on the top of 
it. The figures are a bit over- 
whelming, but are impressive as 
propaganda.

Spain, 
for instance, with a small building 
containing Picasso's expression of 
horror and sympathy, and a num- 
ber of vigorous paintings by the 
y o u n £•« r artists of democratic 
Spain. On the other side Britain 
is modestly housed in something 
that looks like a white packing 
case. Many people have written 
and laughed about the huntin', 
shootin', and fishin' (a big card- 
board Mr. Chamberlain in rubber 
waders), but they have not, I 
think, as a rule, done justice to 
the surprising elegaiice of the pat- 
tern of golf balls, the frieze of 
tennis rackets, the polo sets, rid- 
ing equipment, the natty dinner 
jackets and, by a pleasant transi- 
tion, the pottery, the splendid 
textiles, the fine printing exhibi- 
tion and the photographs of the 
English countryside. 
Could this be England? - If so, 
it is the England of the cultivated 
rich, or perhaps the England of 
that future which Bernard Shaw 
foresees, when Britain's economy 
will rest on the export of choco- 
late creams. An entirely luxury 
England. 
Almost all the photo- 


graphs are of pastoral scenes and 
the old churches; not a sign of a 
factory chimney, not a battleship 
or gun, not a hint that Britain has 
a colonial empire, not a sign any- 
where of a proletariat. 
A nice 


England, unlike any that has ex- 
isted or can exist; England as seen 
by the guests in a country house 
party, where the servants are un- 
obtrusively 
in 
the background, 
where all nature smiles and every 
luxury is present as if by magic. 


The interesting fact is that the 
British upper class should so far 
have changed ns to wish to por- 
tray themselves in this way. Have 
they really given up any notion of 
ruling- the waves, or are they 
merely anxious not to remind 
other countries that they still 
have a navy? Has the little Eng- 
landism of Mr. Baldwin really 
penetrated so that only the labor 
party is piepared to defend the 
empire for which it has so often 
declared its detestation and for 
which it has frequently refused to 
fight? 


That might well be the conclu- 


sion of any non-British visitor to 
this peaceful and tasteful British 
interior. 
I heard complaints in 
Paris that this presentation of 
Britain was having the worst 
effect in confirming the French in 
their fears of British "decadence," 
that it will behave as the Dutch 
did in the 18th c e n t u r y and 
quietly give up India and Africa 
as it has already, I suppose, sur- 
rendered its interests in China. 
The present exhibition rep 
sents a phase of Britain. In two 
months' time it will have dis- 
appeared. It will be time to build 
another exhibition of destroyers, 
big guns. Hawker and Fury planes.

town says the county footed a 
"rabies outbreak" bill of $4,410.70 
for the year, comprising payment 
for treatment of 135 cases—cases 
of what, one can only infer irozn 
the context. The item says there 
was one fatality from rabies in- 
fection, and "the ensuing panic 
resulting from this death caused 
a great amount of our expanse. 
Not many of the 135 were actually 
bitten, but were treated because 
of ..."—well, to make a tall story 
short, because of panic. But that 
84,410.70 is only a drop in the 
bucket. 
Generally 
the 
people 
themselves pay for Pasteur treat- 
ment—unless they are pauper? and 
seek it at public expense. The phy- 
sicians in the community gener- 
ally charge $50 for Pasteur treat- 
ment, the item says. 
So if 300 


of the 135 victims of panic were 
treated by their own physicians, 
that would jump the cost immedi- 
ately an additional $5,000,

night she 
said her neck hurt and she felt 
faint and nervous. . . A doctor saw 
tier late at night and finally had 
her admitted to a hospital at 2 
m., but the child died an hour 
later. She died from rabies, the 
newspaper ilem implies. The Lord 
knows what the child died of, cer- 
tainly no physician can tell posi- 
tively and no pathologist can de- 
termine whether an illness or 
death is caused by rabies, for the 
simple reason Jiiat there Is no 
known specific test. In my opinion 
the indications in at least some 
such cases point rather to strych- 
nine poisoning or to tetanus (lock- 


jaw). 
This child's older brother 
was bitten on the foot by the same 
Uog the same day, but ho immedi- 
ately applied tincture of iodln to 
his scratch or wound and suffered 
no ill effects, the news item says. 
It was the "first rabies death in 
five years."

CHAIN GANG SCANDAL. 


Des Moines Tribune: One hun- 
dred of Georgia's 7,500 chain gang 
prisoners escaped during August, 
a record which Gov. E. D. Rivers 
of that state called "scandalous." 


Chain gang wardens, summoned 


by the governor to discuss a 
remedy, voted to reinstate "shoot 
to kill" orders and asked that the 
lash be restoied to use. 


It was pointed out that the 
Georgia constitution's bill of lights 
provides that "neither banishment 
beyond the limits of the state nor 
whipping as a punishment shall 
be allowed." 
The 
governor 
is 
but 
little 
troubled by this provision, how- 
ever, and advised the wardens that 
if the attorney general of Georgia 
"rules we can return to whipping, 
I'll co-operate with you and put 
it on trial under certain restric- 
tions " 


He can, of course, get away with 
that lash proposal quite as con- 
stitutionally as ho did with his 


other recent violation of th* sam* 
section of the bill of rights. 
In order to "get back at" Gov 


Hurley of Massachusetts, who had 
refused to extradite to Georgia • 
fugitive who had fled from a chain 
gang there, Gov. Rivers banished 
to Massachusetts another Negro 
convicted of conducting a lottery. 


Banishment took the form of the 
grant of a parole upon condition 
Unit the Negro would pass the next 
nine months, the unexpire4 term 
of his own sentence, in Massa- 
chusetts. 


Most Negroes who had had ex- 
perience 
with 
Georgia's 
chain 
gangs would gladly accept the 
conditions of such banishment. 


Nor does it appear likely that 
the restoration of the lasn will so 
popularize the chain gangs aa to 
stop escape efforts. 


After all, it isn't the escapes 
that 
constitute the 
scandal of 
Georgia's penology.

CHICAGO. UP). An agreement 


which will add an estimated 44 
cents a day to the wages of some 
250,000 "operating" employes of 
the nation's railroads was an- 
nounced by conferees in the pro- 
tracted negotiations over a 20 
percent wage boost demanded by 
the "Big- Five" brotherhoods.

Tells How Dog Serves for Eyes 


Tales of a Seeing Eye dog and 


its mistiesa were related before 
an audience of 160 at the Uni- 
versity club Monday evening by 
Miss Margaiet Hale, senior at 
Hastings college, who has been 
blind since the age of 5, and lias 
for the last two years had her 
doe, Myrt, to serve as her eyes. 


Miss Hale, the guest of Altrusa 
club, was brought here under the 
sponsorship 
of Miss Jennie B. 
Adams of that club. She toSd of 
acquiring the dog from the Seeing 
Eye school at Vorristown, N. J. 
Each student after deciding to 


buy a dog, must go to the school 
for a month's training. For the 
first 
two 
days the 
instructor 
takes the place of the dog, and 
the pupil goes with him and talks 
to him u ha would to the trained 


On the third day the pupils are 
given charge of the dogs, and the 
training: begins. 


"The first night was terrible,' 


'related Mrs. Hale. "None of us 
slept The noise was terrible. The 
dogs not only must get used to 
their masters, but must cease to 
obey the 
instructors 
who have 
trained them for so long." 


The blind girl, who is red haired 
and talks with a vivacity unusual 
in the sightless, told of the great 
thrill of finding that she could go 
on the streets without anyone to 
take care of her. 


"I know," she said "that my 


family and friends made many sac- 


rifices that I might not be alone, 
and after all everyone likes to be 
independent, and it seemed won- 
derful not to depend on my family 
and fi lends to get 
around. The 


blind must associate 
with 
the 


'igrhted' world in order to live a 
balanced normal life. And being 
able to go to a regular school with 
my dog alone, makes that pos- 
sible."

often find myself in some blind 
alley that dogs love to explore." 
The dog owned by Miss Hale is an 
English shepherd, not large for Its 
breed. Miss Hale plans to become 
a Christian worker among the 
blind. Following the address Mrs 
Armenia Zadina and Albert Macy 
of the Christian Record, both of 
whom aie blind, were introduced 
and Mr. Macy told of the work of 
the school, and of the books pub- 
lished for the blind.

and necessity do not demand addi- 
:ional billiard parlors and pool 
lalls 
When the motion was first 


offered, R. O. Johnson offered a 
substitute to lay over for another 
week to give opportunity to learn 
whether or not the present service 
is adequate. That motion prevailed 
with Mr CampbfcJI dissenting. It 
was later decided that the ques- 
Jon of service adequacy perhaps 
is a matter of opinion and that 
delay would accomplish nothing 


After much bickering, the John-^ 
son motion was rubbed from the 
record by unanimous vote, the 
Campbell motion again 
offered 


and this time approved without 
dissenting voice 
This action is 
accepted as a declaration of policy 
While declaring that his re- 


marks were in no manner directed 
it applicant or intended to convey 
mpression that gambling may be 
a more or lesa common practice,

Suspicion of Gambling. 


"While there perhaps is no di- 
rect evidence of gambling, there's

The municipal code was flashed 
to show that the council Is given 
specific authority to consider, in 
connection with pool hall -license 
grants, the matter of convenience 
and necessity. Proponents of ap- 
plication grant for Mr Heimbuck 
submitted figures to show that 
Lincoln has fewer billiard halls, on 
basis of per capita population, 
than most other cities 
"Patronage perhaps is a better 


key than population," said Mr 
Campbell 
Councilmen received with inter- 
est Director-Engineer Erickson's 
report on proposed annexation of 
a West A at. settlement, latter 
with a population of 
approxi- 


mately 150 and covering an area 
of around 36 acres 
Annexation 


had been discussed in connection 
with requested water service. The 
report indicated that were the city 
to annex it might contemplate an 
annual deficit of $543 70 for serv- 
ices within the area other than 
water and perhaps a "further defi- 
cit for the latter, depending upon 
amount c,onsumed. 


Community Problem. 


Mr. Erlckson suggested that 
perhaps the best solution would 
be for the people to band together

initiated Monday evening by the 
city health board after'Health Su- 
perintendent 
Arnholt 
reported 


Lincoln now has few such laws 
and is compelled to act under the 
lUisance ordinance Board mem- 
Mrs expressed approval 
of 
the 


project and instructed Dr. Arn- 
holt to contact the United States 
surgeon general and various cities 
in order to obtain some sort of 
model code from which one ^fitted 
:o local needs could be drawn. The 
code suggestion was included in 
the superintendent's report for Au- 
rust and September made at the 
city hall. 


Dr. Arnholt had explained that 
while Lincoln has meat and milk 
laws such dangers as unsanitary 
rest rooms and disease among food 
handlers are among the many not 
now mentioned in any ordinance 
Tho the city acts on complaints, 
la said a code is needed to permit 
systematic inspections preventing 
rather than belatedly ending the 
damage. 


The present lack of a city phy- 
sician also came in for much dis- 
cussion, with (the 
superintendent 


reporting that altho one applica- 
:ion has been received the post is 
still wide open. Dr. E T. Hobbs 
recently resigned to go into pri- 
vate practice Dr. Lynn E. Sharrar 
s assistant physician, but Dr Arn- 
lolt said he is only on a part time 
lasts and had given no indication 
le would care to accept the full 
,tme position. All applications will 
fo to the personnel committee of 
.he board 


Organization of the board for 
.he coming year was postponed 
until the next' meeting. Three ap-

made. Of these the medical so-

a death rate of about 25 percent.

He said 
the result has been more deaths 
and cases where breathing ceased 
unless an "iron lung*' was em- 
ployed, but that victims who have 
recovered for ttje most part show 
no permanent paralysis or other 
disfigurement.

The almond tree is beautiful and 


closely resembles the peach tree 
The almond is the seed of the fruit 
There are two main typea, the 
sweet and the bitter almond The 
sweet almond is the variety which 
it best known and most commonly 
used 
There are thin, paper-shell 
almonds and hard-shell almonds 
Individual taste decides the choice 
Almond* have many uses in the 
diet 
Blanched and salted almonds 
may easily be made at home or 
purchased ready for use They are 
delicious and nutritious 
Almonda 
and raisins, or almonds and dates, 
make a "different' and wholesome 
dessert 
Broiled fish with an al- 
mond sauce is a tempting treat Al- 
monds are also used extensively in 
baking and in making- desserts and 
confections 
The almond is a valuable emer- 
gency food because it is a concen- 
trated food 
It contains carbohy- 
drates, fat and protein 
In addi- 
tion, adequate amounts of vitamins 
and minerals aro present 
The protein found in almonds is 
a 'complete ' protein 
Over 20 pet- 


cent of this valuable substance is 
present in the nut 
Proteins fur- 
nish energy and aieo build new tis- 
sues and repair worn out tissue 
Because almonds contain over 50 
per cent fat and 17 per cem. carbo- 
Irydrates, they are an excellent 
source of heat and energy for the 
body 
Almond flour or meal made 
from ground almonda is nutritious 
It is recommended in the diet of 
diabetics who have a taste for cakes 
and cookies 
Use almonds frequently in the 


diet 
Their distinctive flavor and 
rich food elements make them an 
important addition to the list of 
valuable foods

To Complete 


His Tasks 


Parent Should Teach 


Him to Concentrate 
On Job Befoz-e Him

THOUGH LITTLE Emma was a 


bright child, htr teacher complained 
that Emma Mem*d to find it im- 
possible to concentrate No tooner 
had she started one thing than *he 
wanted to drop it and itart oome- 
thing else 


Thia difficulty U natural and to 
b* expected in small children 
All 
teachers and all observing parent* 
know that you cannot expect to 
hold a little child'* attention very 
lone; at a time 
Concentration de- 


pend* on a sort of mental control 
that ia artificial, and 
therefore 
takes time and practice to achieve 
Like independent thought, it ia a 
new, and unnatural foim of civilized 
mental gymnastics, hard to develop 
in spontaneous little savages" 
Nevertheless, as in the case of so 
many children^ Emma s reluctance 
111 application was, largely due to 
the fact that Mother gave her no 
example of concentration to follow 
Mother herself never concentrated 
on anything for more t"han a min- 
ute or so She was always jumping 
up to do something else—from the 
telephone to the kitchen, or up- 
stairs in a hurry for something she 
had forgotten 
She was always in 
a hurry, never having time to finish 
anything- 


Unnecessary Maneuvers 
But need it be as bad as all that' 


Of course, there aie always inter- 
..uptionSi. or at least frequently 
there are 
But isn t some of this 
running and jumping, calling and 
dashing just habit, due to careless- 
ness, lack of organization, never 
stopping to think, permitting a lot 
of interruptions that aren t neces 
sary * 
Perhaps 
Mother

learned to concentrate either 


Anyhow Emma, as a little girl, 


had always found it very exciting— 
this lushing about 
It was much 
more tun and much easier than sit- 
ting quietly and finishing what you 
had commenced 
Then, when Emma did become 
absorbed in something, Mother was 
always interrupting 
It was al- 


ways time to go out, or time to get 
ready for dinner, or time to go to
